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Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

3. The present claims are allowable for the following reasons: 

The amendment filed 5/27/03 overcame all the prior art rejections of record. Thus, the 
only remaining rejection was that applied under 35 USC 1 12, first paragraph. 

In response, applicants filed amendment on 1 1/10/03, which amends the claims to 
overcome the 35 USC 1 12, first paragraph rejection of record. 

In light of the above, it is clear that the rejections of record are untenable and so, the 
present claims are passed to issue.
